William English Ww alling, His 
Wife, and Her Sister Nab- 
bed by Russian Police; 
Cast Into Prison. 


HIDE CAUSE FOR ARKEST. 


Secret Service Agent Says Depart- 
ment Has Been Shadowing 
Young Socialite for the 


(oninitaiasandiaiinihddloes 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 2.—William 
English Watling, his wife, and@ his sisterin- 
law, Mise Rose Strunsky, were arrested here 
tonight by a force of gendarmes who eur- 
prised them while at dinner at the Hotel de 
France in company with a party of Finns 
Walling had just returned to St. Petersburg 
from the socialist congresses in Germany 
and France. He had also spent several 
months in Geneva, where he frequented the 
headquarters of the Russian revolutionista, 
with whom he is intimate. 

The prisoners were hurried away tothe po- 
Hoe headquarters while their apartments in 
the hotel were ransacked from top to bottom. 
Whether or. not the search resufted in the 
finding of anything incriminating cannot be 
learned. The police say the party was ar- 
rested because of their association with mem- 
bers of the Finnish progression party. 

Hide Cause of Arrest. 

They also declare that Walling hae given 
financial aid to the revolutionists, but refuse 
to discuss the nature of the Wallings rela- 
tions with the Finns which brought down 
the wrath of the government, but a member 
of the secret service who accompanied the 
gendarmes who made the arrest said the 
order of arrest had originated in his section 
and that the secret service had been shad- 
owing Mr. Walling constantly for two years 
past. 

The police have bean, instructed to look 
also for James M, James, a New York news- 
paper man, who has been over here for a 
New York weekly and several socialist pa- 
pera. Mr. James left St. Petersburg several 
days ago and has not yet returned. He has 
been taken into custody twice during raids 
on revolutionary gatherings in this city, but 
was released upon proving that he wag pree- 
ent in his journalistic capacity only. 


Locked in Separate Prisons. 

All the prisons in the capita) being crowded, 
it was decided to hdld the Walling party all 
night at police headquarters. At a late hour 
a representative of the American embassy 
appeared and after much telephoning places 
finally were found for the prisoners. The 
Americans were separated. Mr. Walling was 
sent to the detention prison, his wife to the 
woman's prison, and Mise Strunsky, who 
apparently is regarded as the most important 
captive, to the new jail recently built for the 
famous Thiré section, ‘or the secret police. 


Educator’s Wife Is Taken. 

The Finns, with whom the Wallings have 
been associating, also wese arrested. In this 
party there are three men and one woman. 
The woman is the wife of Prof. Malmburg of 
Helsingfors university. The Finns have been 
in St. Petersburg for several days. They 
have been under close police observation all 
the time. Yesterday and today the Finns, 
Mr. and Mrs. Walling, and Miss Strunsky 
dined together, and tonight the entire party 
was taken into custody. 

Kellogg Durland, another American, and an 
intimate of Walling, who was with the dinner 
party, also was arrested but later. was re- 
leased. He is well known as a journalist in 
Boston, where he became interested in social 
settlement work. Later he went to New 
York and from morn came here, 
leased. 


Appeal for Aid Made. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 20.—Capt. William 
E. English of this city, uncle of William Eng- 
lish Walling, tonight received a cablegram 
from St. Petersburg stating that there wae 
no cause for anxiety and requesting that gov- 
ernment pressure be brought to bear on the 
American embassy at St. Petersburg for as- 
sistance. , !

Walling’s Cirecr in Illinois. 

William English Walling, who ie 32 years 
old, is the son of Dr. Willoughby Walling, 
4127 Drexel boulevard, and brother of Wil- 
loughby G. Waliing, secretary of the Western 
Trust and Savings bank of this city. He is 
a grandson of the late William English of 
Indianapolis. Both he and his wife, whose 
maiden name was Anna Strunsky, are widely 
known, principally) through their Literary 
work in connection with the Russian revolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Walling was. laerested in the Russian 
capital in January, | 1906, because of his al- 
leged interest in the revolutionary move 
ment, but was releaped soon afterwards. 

He was graduated from the University of 
Chicago in 1897 and was elected to the hon- 
orary fraternity of the Phi Beta Kappa. He 
also was a member of the Deita Kappa Epsi- 
lon fraternity. He was state factory in- 
spector under Gov. Tanner. He is known as 


hun ardent socialist and is considered an au- 


thority on economic questions. 


Wife Algo a Socialist. 

His wife is a Jewess of striking beauty. 
She became known to fame several years ago 
as the collaborator with Jack London in 
“The Kempton Mace Letters.” She was 
born in Russia. Her father, at one time, 
was a contractor in that country, but finding 
conditions unpleasant he came to America 
and blished himself in busineés in San 
Fran , where he prospered. :

DBATH STALKS ON GRIDIRON 


Walter C. Albrecht Falls Uncon- 
scious After Scrimmage. 


FOOTBALL’S FIRST VICTIM. 


Rival Team Plays On After Victim Is 
Carried from Field. 


Death exacted its first toll from football 
for the season in Chicago yesterday. Walter 
C. Albrecht, 20 years old, was the victim. It 
was his first game. He sustained concussion 
of the brain in a scrimmage in a game at 
Racine and Cornelia ayenues. between the 
Hoyne Maroons, for whom he played right 
guard, and the Crusaders, and died an hour 
later at Alexian Brothers hospital. 

Strange to say, no one in either team. could 
tell just when the youth was injured. It is 
dowbdtful if he knew himself. As the rival) 
teams were lining up late in the second half, 
young Albrecht leaned heavily upon his near- 
est companion, William Smith. 

‘** Are you hurt?’’ Smith asked. 

‘*No. I’m all right,’’ Albrecht answered. 
The next instant he fell forward on his face. 
Asked again if he had sustained any injury 
he whispered he had not, and fainted. 

On the advice of a physician, Albrecht was 
taken at once to Alexian Brothers’ hospital 
in a police ambulance, where it was found 
that he was suffering from cerebral hemor- 
rhage. He died at 6 o’clock. 

Anton Ohlzen, captain, and the other mem- 
bers of the Hoyne Maroons, accompanied 
their brother player to the hospital, but the 
Crusaders continued to play with a team 
composed of substitutes. 


| Helps Organize Team. 
Albrecht, who was a clerk employed in the 
Pullman building, lived at 789 North Win- 
cheater avenue. With several of his friends 
in the neighborhood he formed the Maroons 
and for the last few weeks had practiced con- 
tinually. This was the first game the team 
had played of the season. Albrecht, though 
an enthusiastic baseball player, never had 
played football before, and his family had 
advised him that the game was rough and 
dangerous. He was well built, however, and 
weighed 150 pounds, the average of the team.

The teams met in the fleld designated, and 


after the last scrimmege Albrecht walked to 
his position, and as the others were getting 
into line he fell. He was unconscious when 
carried from the fleld and remained in that 
condition until death.

“He was hurt in the scrimmage,” said 
Ohizen, “and we didn’t know he was injured 
until he fell.”

ROPE FOR AFFINITY SEEKERS 


Oak Park Pastor Urges Hanging 
Men Who Desert Their Wives. 


LASHING AS AN ALTERNATIVE 


Frequent Divorce Declared to Be Low- 
ering the Moral Sense. 


Hanging for wife deserters was advocated 
yesterday by the Rev. James T. Marshall, 
pastor of Second Presbyterian church, Oak 
Park. 

‘““We have been hearing a good deal lately 
about affinities,”” he said. “ The papers are 
reporting cases of men who suddenly dis- 
cover affinities in the wives of other men, 
and put their discoveries into practice. Of 
all the base bloodhounds of hell that have 
slipped their leashes these are the meanest. 
Compared with them, the common murderer 
would make a good Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety president.

OF JUTTE CASH? 
Woman Swindler’s Deposition 


Will Be Read in the Suit 
Against Car Magnates. 


SEEK TO TRACE $800,000. 


Action Against Friend and Hoff- 
stot, Is Sequel to Wealthy 
Man’s Suicide. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—The 
deposition of the late Mrs. Cassie Chadwick, 


from Frank N. Hoffstot, now living in New 
York, and James W. Friend, wil! be 

in the Supreme court in Philadelphia to- 
morrow. Hoffstot and Friend are president 
and vice president of the Pressed Steel Car 
company. The deposition asserts Friend de- 
sired Mrs. Chadwick to make him trustee of 
her estate In order to ingure him against 
loss for his loans. The instrument recites in 
detail the conversations which took place. 

Mrs. W. C. Jutte is fighting to recover her 
husband’s estate from Friend and Hoffstot. 
When a previous effort was made to intro- 
duce the Chadwick deposition Friend and 
Hofftstot fought strenuously against its being 
made public, alleging it contained unjust 
attacks upon the reputations of innocent 
persons. Their arguments prevailed and 
the deposition was ordered sealed until pre- 
sented to the Supreme court. 

Seek to Trace Big Sums. 

Jutte was a millionaire coal operator who 
committed suicide at Atlantic City some 
years ago. After his death Friend and Hoff- 
stot claimed Jutte owed them enormous 
amounts, swallowing up his entire estate. 
So far their claims have been upheld by the 
lower courts. 

Eight months ago Leo Wail, Mrs. Jutte’s 
attorney, went to the Columbus penitentiary 
and secured Mrs. Chadwick's deposition. The 
object is to attempt to prove that money 
borrowed from Friend by Mrs, Chadwick was 
the same money paid by Jutte to Friend in 
complete liquidation of all the claims of 
Friend and Hoffstot. It is alleged that during 
1901 and 1902 Jutte turned over to Hoffstot 
and Friend securities composing the bulk of 
his estate. It was also claimed that Hoffstot 
and Friend retained the properties. It was in 
the summer of 1902 that Mrs. Chadwick was 
in Pittsburg borrowing money. 

Thomas W. Welsh Jr., now second vice 
president, but in June, 1902,.cashier of the 
Second National bank of Pittsburg, does not 
understand how Referee Nathan Loesser of 
Cleveland can have a passbook showing 
Mrs. Chadwick deposited $305,000 and other 
smaller sums in his bank during that month. 
Welsh said today Mrs. Chadwick was never 
a depositor in the bank. 


Banker’s Story to Remain Secret. 

Cleveland, O., Oct. 20.—The confession: of 
Banker Beckwith of Oberlin, which first laid 
bare to federal officials the huge financial 
transactions of Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick, 
will remain asecret of the government. 
United States Marshal Frank M. Chandler, 
to whom the confession of the Oberlin bank- 
er, now dead, was made, returned from 
Washington today, where he laid before the 
department of justice the question of whether 
the Beckwith stenographic statement should 
be given out for publication. Mr. Chandler 
says the creditors of Mrs. Chadwick have 
unceasingly harassed him recenjly to make 
it public, but that he has never done so for 
the reason that it would injure innocent per- 
sons. The charges against many persons, 
while they were believed by Beckwith to be 
true, were false, Chandler says. 

“Beckwith accepted Mre. Chadwick’s 
stories about people,’ said Mr. Chandler, 
* just as he did about her money, and he was 
badly fooled. It would not be right, how- 
ever, to have these people's names hawked 
about and theee stories. go out seriously re- 
filecting upon them when every one of the 
charges have since been refuted by the most 
conclusive evidence.”’ 

Nathan Loeser, receiver in bankruptcy for 
the Chadwick estate, when informed tonight 
that the Pittsburg bank officials denied that 
Mrs. Chadwick had an account with the Sec- 
ond National bank of that city, replied that 
he now expects that all of the passbooks of 
the estate with other banks also will prove 
worthless. Mr. Loeser also coincided with 
Marshal Chandler that there are no asrets 
in sight belonging to the estate.

Hisses, catcails, and shouts of “‘ Who got 
the money?’ Sylvester J. Small, de- 
posed president of the Commercial ,.‘eleg- 
raphers’ union when he appeared at a meet- 
ing of striking telegraphers yesterday after- 
noon in Uhliich’s hall. Small made a cour 
ageous fight for his honor. The officials of 
the local had all they could doto protect their 
former leader from violence. 

More than 200 strikers, in order to more 
forcibly emphasize their contempt for the 
ex-official, left the hall.

Small appeared early at the hall. He first 
had a conference with National Board Mem- 
ber S. J. Konenkamp, EB. M. Moore, chairman 
| of the local executive board, and other strike 

leaders, at which it was agreed Small should 
be allowed to speak on condition he refrain 
from attacking personally any member of 
the national executive board which suspend- 
ed him. 


Strikers Drown Small’s Words. 

When Small stepped forward and at- 
tempted to speak shouts of derision arose 
from all parts of the hall. The deposed 
leader had the appearance of a man utterly 
broken in spirit. / 

In a moment of comparative quiet Small 
made an attack on Konenkamp and Moore. 

“ Are you a member of the union?’ some 
one shouted. 

“Yes, I am,” Small answered, and fol- 
lowed the statement by waving a pink union 
card aloft. 

“‘ Who paid for the card?’ some one yelled. 
| “* Who got the money?” 

“The man who said that is a coward,” 
shouted Small. His eyes glistened and his 
lips quivered. 

Small left the meeting long before it was 
over. As he emerged from the hall he 
looked pale and nervous. When asked about 
the ordeal he had passed through, Small 
said: ‘‘ Boys, just say that I am a’dead 
one. I must hurry home to my sick wife.” 

The meeting served to introduce W. W. 
Beattie of Washington, D. C., who was ap- 
pointed president of the union to succeed 
Small. President Beattie formerly was first 
vice predident of the union. While on the 
platform Small announced that he recog- 
nized Beattie as his legal successor. 

A motion to call out the broker and leased 
wire operators wae defeated.

Jews Warned by Newspaper Or- 
gan to Save Their Daughters. 


= = 


GIRLS IN CONSTANT PERIL. 


Young Men Said to ‘Marry’ Many 
Times to Get Victims for Dives. 


A warning and appeal to Jews of Chicago 
to adopt stringent measures for the protec- 
tion of their daughters and to unite in a cru- 
sade against the encroachment of the west 
side levee on the Ghetto was made by the 
Daily Jewish Courier yesterday. : 

In-a double column editorial article that 
paper states that the ‘‘ white slave ’’ traffic 
is eating ita way into the heart of the Ghetto 
and that hosts of Jewish girls are in con- 
‘stant danger of falling victims to it. 

The paper especially warns Jewish parents 
to be on guard against young men who seek 
to penetrate into Jewish homes in various 
ways. Some seek the company of Jewish 
girls» with the avowed intention of marrying 
them. Others actually marry the giris, then 
force them to lead dissolute lives. Many of 
these young men, the paper says, marry 
dozens of times under various names and 
disguises. 

Months of Investigation. 


vestigation, which for several months has 
been made by a committee of Jews. The 
leaders of this committee and directors of 
its work are Attorneys Leon Zolotkoff, A. 
J. Harris, and Edward Sonnenschein. The 
committee has been instrumental in the in- 
troduction of a bill before the legislature 
demanding severe punishment for all traf- 
fickers in ‘‘ white slaves.’’ 

‘“‘We will not rest until we eliminate this 
plague from the Ghetto and the vicinity,” 
said M. P. Ginsburg, publisher of the Jew- 
ish Courier. ‘‘ The proximity of the west 
side levee is a source of danger to hundreds 
of Jewish daughters and is a disgrace to 
the respectable Jewish people living near- 
by. We have repeatedly been warning the 
Jews of the west side against these dan- 
gers. We believe that we have now stirred 
up public sentiment to such a degree that 
something will be done to stamp out vice on 
the west side.” 

The editorial article calls on the traffickers 
in “white slaves,’’ especially the Jewish 
dealers among them, to leave the west side, 
as a vigorous prosecution will be begun 
against them. 

Blot on Jewish Race. 

The article expresses great regret and sor- 
row for “these monsters who blacken the 
name of hundreds of thousands of peaceful 
and thrifty Jewish citizens in Chicago and 
in the United States by their disgraceful con- 
duct. 

“In Chicago these monsters in human 
forms have made their nests and deng on the 
west side along Peoria and Green streets, 
and that entire neighborhood is now filled 
with them. A writer in one of the leading 
monthly magazines described the conditions 

that neighborhood a few months ago and 
that both the inmates of these houses 
ae well as their keepere are Jews. 

“ While a good deal of what he said is ex- 
aggerated, he nevertheless told the truth in: 
the mein. Police records confirm most of 
his statements. There are many houses in 
thet . district where both the inmates and 
their keepers are exclusively Jews. 

“The result of such a state of affairs may 
become highly disastrous to the Jewish peo- 
ple. It might lead to the belief that ‘ white 
gtave ' traffic ia carried on: largely by Jews. 
Under no circumstances should we tolerate 
| such a state of affairs.”

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 20.—All the theaters 
of this city were open today in violation of 
the Sunday closing order of Judge Wallace 
of the Criminal court, and all the actors 
and actresses who participated in the vari- 
ous performances will be indicted next 
Tuesday if Judge Wallace’s instructions are 
obeyed. 

Scores of city detectives and deputy 
marshals were busy today securing ev 
dence against violators of the Sunday clos- 
ing order which will be presented Tuesday 
in the same court where all the theatrical 
managers have been indicted for keeping 
their playhouses opened on Sunday. Those 
indicted will be released on bond. Judge 
Wallace believes that this method will prove 


so inconvenient to traveling actors that the 
theaters will be compelled to close.

NEW LAW IS A NULLITY. 


First Time in History That Military 
Berth Is Given Such Frost. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—There is a 
short cut to a commission in the United 
States army without passing through the four 
year course at West Point, but young Amer- 
ican colNege men do not appear disposed to 
take advantage of the opportunity. 

There has always been the strongest kind 
of pressure by young Americans to get into 
West Point, yet now that the way opens 
to secure an appointment aa second lieuten- 
ant directly and without the four year course 
at the military academy, no one seems to be 
disposed to profit by it. 


Finds Remarkable Situation. 


has been ted to collect information 
for the war department as to the causes and 
remedies for this remarkable situation, 


says: 

“For the first time in the history of the 
army, vacancies in the grade of second 
lieutenant are going begging. _The artillery 
bill of last year authorized the appointment 
in the coast artillery each year for five years 
of sixty second lieutenants over and above 
ordinary casualties. Invitations were sent 
to the presidents of 125 of the principal 
technical schools and colleges requesting 
them to send in the names of graduates 
who desired to be appointed second lieu- 
tenants in the coast artillery. After waiting 
six months no names have been submitted. 
Eighty-five vacancies in the grade exist to- 
day and the only appplications on file are 
about twenty enlisted men and givilians.” 


Réturning to Civil Life. 


The enlisted force is even worse off, and, 
according to. Capt. Hagood, there is need 
for 10,000 able bodied men for the coast 
artillery at $138 a month with board and

**Not only is tt impossible to recruit the 
army to the authorized strength,” he says, 
‘but the Inadequate force is shrinking day 
by day. On Oct. 15 there were only 9,628 en- 
listed men in the coast artillery, although 
its authorized strength is 19,821, so that the 
service actually has lost 2,000 men in the last 
year, and the noncommissioned officers, par- 
ticularly, are leaving by hundreds for good 
jobs in civil life.*’

|| BIG ANIMAL /FARM 
AIDS VIVISECTION. 


Elaborate Scheme Mapped Out 
for Rockefeller Institute 
of Medical Research. — 


UNIQUE MOVE IN SCIENCE. 


Monkeys, Dogs, Sheep, Goats, 
Mice, and Fowls Will Be Sup- 
plied for Life Tests. 


New York, Oct. 20.—[{Special. }—Vivisection 
on a larger scale and by more acientific 
methods .than ever has been practiced is 
being arranged for the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research, the organization cre- 
ated and endowed four years ago by John D. 
Rockefeller. The first step in the elaborate 
scheme had been taken in the purchase of a 
ninety-seven acre farm in New Jersey. The 
stocking of this farm with animals and 
fowls for vivisection purposes has begun. 
When the arrangements are. completed the 
farm will be the most scientifically equipped 
and extensive place of its kind in the world. 


Why Farm Is Established. 

The chief reason for the establishment of 
thie first great seientific farm was the in- 
creased facilities that could be obtained for 
scientific work. Here animals may be bred 
and guarded, heredity in its bearing on dis- 
ease obeerved, and the quality of the raw ma- 
terial for vivisection work may better be 
known. and controlled. 

Still another important reason was the item 
of expense. So broad have become the ac- 
tivities of the institute In medical research 
and so heavy has become its demand for ani- 
mals that the anima) dealers of Manhattan 
and the small boys who round up stray dogs 
and cats on the east side for vivisection pur- 
poses are unable to supply the demand at a 
reasonable cost to the institute. 


Animals of Various Kinds. 


As soon as the buildings are completed the 
farm will be stocked with animals of all the 
kinds needed for vivisection purposes. There 
is to be a monkey house that will contain 
more monkeys than any zoo. Special atten- 
tion, in fact, is to be paid to the raising of 
monkeys because of their peculiar relation-: 
ship to man and their consequent high value 
for research purposes. The dog kennels will 
be extensive and will accommodate hundreds 
of dogs. There will be pens for sheep and 
goats, the latter especialy playing an im- 
portant part in the work of the institute on 
account of the uses to whieh goat serum is 
being put. 

A unique building will be the one to be pro- 
vided for mice, another animal of peculiar 
value to the vivisectionist Many of the ex- 
periments at the Rockefeller institute have 
been conducted on mice, which have been in- 
oculated with the poigon of tumors, cancer, 
and tuberculosis. The quarters for the 
guinea pigs and rabbits will be large, for a 
large number of both are used Dr. Simon 
Lexner, at the head of the institute staff, 
used both guinea pigs and monkeys in hig 
now renowned experiments to determine the 
cause and cure of spinal meningitis after the 
epidemic in New York during the winter of 
1904-'08. 
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John Kester Steals from Employ- 
ers for Children’s Sake. 
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BOY SICK; HAS NO MONEY. 


Police Find Patient in Bed and House 
Almost Barren of Food. | 


John Kester, 43 years old, 6727 Paulina 
street, who has been working for the last two 
years as a stock stamper for the American 
Tag company, 6183 State street, for many 
days debated in his mind the ethics of pov- 
erty. 


He decided he would rather become a thief 
than continue to see his wife and four little 
children in want. That his meager salary of 
$11 a week was insufficient to support them 
had been emphatically impressed on his mind 
since sickness had stricken one child after 
another. 

In a cell at the Englewood police station, 
tears falling from his eyes, Kester admitted 
his theory had proved all wrong. He had 
been caught stealing stereotype metal from 
his employers, He made a full confession. 

* Yes, I became a thief rather than see my 
family in want. And even with what little 
money I made out of selling the metal, I was 
not able to get proper care for my little sick 
boy. For five months I have been taking 
the stereotype metal, little at a time, carry- 
ing it home and selling it. It was the first 
time I ever did a criminal! act in my life, and 
I certainly never will steal again.” 


Find Metal in House. 


For some time Kester’s employers_have 
been missing the metal, which is valued at 
15 cents a pound. Yesterday morning two 
other workers were instructed to watch 
Kester. He was discovered taking several 
pounds of metal, and reported. Officers 
found nearly 500 pounds of metal in Kester’s 
house. 

“No wonder he resorted to stealing,” said 
one of the policemen who visited the house, 
“We found three children alone in the 
house. Herbert, aged 13, was eick in bed. 
His 8 year old sister, Florence, was caring 
for him and for their 5 year old brother, 
Raymond. They wondered at our coming 
into the house. Herbert told us his mother 
with the baby had gone out in search of a 
free dispensary, to get a dootor to come and 
care for Herbert. 

‘In the meantime, Mre. Kester came in, 
somewhat light hearted over the fact that 
a doctor would come. It was the hardest 
task I ever had to tell why we were there 
and about her husband.’’ 

Kester told the police he sold metal to a 
junk dealer, Jacob Rosenheim, 6829 Justine 
street, for 2% cents a pound, 12% cents less 
than its marketable value. Rosenheim was 
arrested,\ charged with receiving stolen prop- 


erty. ee. 
The police found the Kester house was 
almost barren of food. 


Charged with Taking Phone Box. 

Arthur Hoffman, 15 years old, who lives 
with his parents at 1844 North Fairfield 
avenue, was arrested, charged with breaking 
into a vacant store at 565 Fullerton avenue 
and stealing a telephone money box from a 
telephone owned by the Chicago Telephone 
company.

DIRECT PRIMARIES. 
If the members of the’legislatu# imag- 
ine that the people of Illinois do not 
want direct primaries they are suffering 
from political paranoia. It was credibly 
reported a fortnight ago that they were 
ready to pass a direct primary law. They 
did not do so at once, it was said, b> 
cause they wanted to study the legislatiou 
of other states and to profit by the ex- 
perience of Minnesota and Mississippi. 

It may be that since then some of them 
have been more interested in the experi- 
ence of politicians than in the experience 
of states. They may have consulted the 
wishes of the “ white haired mandarins ” 
and political war horses, the bosses and 
those whom one of our contemporaries 
characterizes as “the republican grand 
dukes,” rather than their constituents. 

There are some without doubt who are 
confused by the constitutional difficulties 
which direct primary legislation present~. 
There are others who know little about 
such legislation and its results in the 
states in which it has been enacted. 

There are some who can find nothing 
wrong in the principles of nomination by 
convention, whatever the condition which 
results from the present practice. 

Two bills for direct primaries will be 
presented to the house and one Dill has 
been prepared for the consideration of 
the senate, of which it might be said 
that its shape, “if shape it might be 
called, that shape had none distinguisb- 
able in member, joint, or limb.” An in- 
choate primary law might conform to the 
constitution but not to the wishes of the 
people. As Tum TriBuNE has. already 
said, they are tired of voting for candi- 
dates selected by caucus. They wish to 
participate in the selection of their own 
candidates, as they purposed they should 
do when they adopted the delegate and 
convention system, generally in vogue 
throughout the country. That system was 
intended to produce representative con- 


to do so. It has apparently contributed 
to the control of party nominations by 
party leaders and party bosses. 

The direct primary seems to be the 
direct road by which to-return to popular 
nomination of candidates. Nothing less 
will satisfy the people. They recognize 
that direct primary legislation may be 
dificult and intricate and that any bill 
which becomes a law at this session of 
the legislature may be faulty and re- 
quire amendment. But three-fourths of a 
loaf is better than no loaf at all. A direct 
primary law passed at this session of the 
legislature which is sound in principle 
may be amended in detail as its faults 
develop. 

Illinois is not the pioneer in direct 
primary legislation. Other states have 
blazed the way... The legislature need not 
be afraid. It can consider and compare 
other laws and make one for. Dlinois 
which on the whole will meet the require- 
ments of the state and the demand of 
the voters to control the primary elec- 
tions of their own parties. If it does not 
do so the voters will have to elect an- 
other legislature representative of their 
wishes and not subject to the dictation of 
political nabobs who still are blind to pub- 
lic sentiment. 


. A NATION’S SUICIDE. 

Corea has ceased to exist as a nation. 
The land is there and the people and the 
semblance of life, but for all that the 
Corean nation is dead and Japan is ad- 
ministering the estate. Was it murder or 
suicide? Prof. Maxey of Nebraska gives 
in the last Forum his reasons for a ver- 
dict of suicide. The Corean government 
killed itself. It failed to recognize the 
conditions under which alone a nation 
ean live. 3 

The weakness of the nation is shown 
by its inability to cure the festering sore 
of royal misrule. The annual budget of 
expenses is an index of the conditions 
from which the nation suffered—$1,103.- 
859 for the imperial privy purse and $424 
for public works: $1,000,000 for the 
funeral of the crown princess and $27,718 
for all the public schools in the country 
outside the capital; $5,000,000 for a 
cowardly and mutinous army, $450,604 
for the annual.expense of keeping in com- 
mission one old gunboat which constituted 
the whole navy of the country, and an ex- 
penditure of about $250,000 for the palace 
guard were instances of throwing money 
away. The pension bureau spent $14 on 
expenses for every dollar which reached a 
pensioner. The mining bureau did no 
work and made no report, but was paid 


to borrow the dies from the mint and 
strike coins to pass current, but in which 
base metal was substituted for precious. 
Foreed contributions were levied upon the 
wealthy under the form of expenses at- 
tending the conferring of decorations. The 
whole country was plundered by a gov- 
ernment which had no strength to pro- 
tect citizens from private marauders, pub- 
lic grafters, or foreign aggressors. 

The form is of less importance than the 
substance. Tears were shed over the fall 
of the old Venetian republic, although it 
was in reality a corrupt and tyrannical 
oligarchy, a republic in name only. Corea 
is now a subject state, like Egypt. But 
the common people of Corea will gain by 
the exchange of the native rule for that 
of Japan. There will be a stable cur- 
rency, schools, roads, and a market for 
the agricultural wealth of the country. 
The Corean will have to pay taxes, but 
he will get an equivalent. The Corean 
empire committed suicide, but the Corean 
people will enter upon a new life. 


MEN AS WELL AS SHIPS. 

Experts in naval matters say that one 
great weakness of the American navy is 
the scarcity of officers and men. In ships 
the United States outranks Germany, 

France, and Japan, but is inferior to 
them when it comes to a question of 
manning the ships. 

The scarcity of officers, which has b>- 
come acute with the increase in the num- 
ber of vessels, is in d way to be remedied 
by the doubling of the number of appoint- 
ments to the naval academy, but ships 
must have crews as well as officers. 

That is the problem which has been 

| tormenting the navy department. It Las 
found it hard to get seamen and equaliy 
difficult to keep them. Desertions have 
been disagreeably frequent. There is 
“much hard, monotonous work on board 
ship, and the-men who enlist without

It is said the intended trip of the fleet 
to the Pacific has stimujated enlistment 
and stopped desertion, That is easily ex- 
plained. The thought of a pleasure trip 


to the orient is alluring. A journey 
new seas and lands encourages men who 
are tired of perpetual cruises off the At- 


lantic coast and want a ¢hange. This 
greater eagerness for sea service ig pleas- 
ing, but it cannot be taken as permanent. 

What is wanted is that the men shali 
reSnlist when their terms of service run 
out. They are the thoroughly trained men 
whom the navy department is most anx- 
ious to keep. It remaing to be seen 
whether this voyage of the fleet to the 
Pacific and ithe prospect of more voyages 
will stimulate reénlistment materially and 
give a steady impetus to new enlistments, 

Battleships cannot be built to meet a 
sudden need. Therefore their construc- 
tion during peace cannot be suspended. 
Competent crews cannot be gathered up 
to meet a sudden need. The battleships 
may be in readiness, but they will be of 
little service without trained men behind 
the guns. Hence it is as necessary dur- 
ing time of peace to provide crews as it 
is to provide ships. 

This is one of the naya] essentials zo 
which too little attention has been paid. 
If better pay will help matters, as it prob- 
ably will, congress should raise the pay. 
Whatever can be done in the way of leg- 
islation to encourage reénlistment should 
be done. The activity of congress should 


‘not be confined to authorizing the con- 


struction of new ships. It should also see 
to it that they will have crews, so that in 
case of war they may not be “as idle as 
a painted ship upon a painted ocean.” 


EXPOSITION LOANS. 

It now seems certain that the United 
States government will loge the greater 
part of the $1,000,000 loaned by congress 
to the Jamestown exposition. The money 
was to be repaid in monthly installments 
out of the admission receipts. So far one 
of these installments has been paid. The 
exposition will close on Noy. 30. As the 
daily paid attendance is only six or seven 
thousand it is clear that there is no chance 
for the government to save its funds by 
taking charge of the gates, as some have 
suggested. | 

The exposition has been a failure from 
almost every point of view. It opened lis 
gates to the public long before grounds, 
buildings, or exhibits were ready. The 
early visitors were disappointed and went 
to their homes to discourage others froin 
attending. The location was unfortunate 
from the money making standpoint, being 
far to one side of the country in a place 
not readily accessible. The exposition go- 
ing public was sated with affairs of the 
sort. These things, taken'with apparent 
lack of harmony in the internal organiza- 
tion of the enterprise, have brought about 
virtual bankruptcy. re 

The government is out the large part 
of the million dollar loan, and will have 
small return from other expenditures it 
has made in connection with the exposi- 
tion. A suggestion is made that it estab- 
lish on the grounds a branch naval traia- 
ing station, utilizing such permanent 
buildings as may be available, and thns 
getting some benefit from the channel 
dredged through Hamptén roads at an ex- 
pense of $60,000 and trom/the costly gov- 
ernment pier. From a practical point of 
view no better place could be found for 
such a training school than in this his- 
toric environment so closely associated 
with the naval annals of the country. 
Such action would not se¢ure the return 
of the loan made by congress, but some- 
thing would be saved from the wreck. 

The outcome of this bit) of government 
financiering suggests that this is a good 
time for a resolution vot to make any 
more loans of government money to expo- 


sitions, - The world is tired of expositions. 


If occasion should arise in the future for 
the commémoration of some event of 
world wide interest it may then seem 
proper to give the project) encouragement 
and help. But the Jamestown experience 
should not be repeated. (There will be 
other requests; for financial aid to more 
or less loca] gnterprises. If the govern- 
ment autor learn a lesson from the 
Jamestown logs possibly |the experience 
will be worth) something,’ even if three- 
quarters of a} million dollars never get 
back into the/national treasury.

HILE many of the so-called interna- 
tional marriages result in matri- 
‘monial shipwreck, it is worthy of 
note that,in almost every instance 
where recourse’ is had to the court. 
of divorce, the decree is granted in favor of 
the American wife, The exceptions to this 
rule’ are so few and far between that when 
they occur they naturally attract some at- 
tention. That ie why the dissolution of the 
marriage of Sir Merrik and Lady Burrell last 
week in m has been found worthy of 
being cab to this country. | 
Sir Merri is a scion of one of the oldest 
houses in Europe. True, his baronetcy is of 
relatively modern creation, dating only from 
1774. But the Burrelis are an historic family, 
who claim descent from Burrell, a Goth, who 
flourished if Barcelona in the ninth century. 
John Burrell, a direct ancestor, is on record 
ashaving fitted out a ship.and equipped a com- 
pany of archers for hieking in 1414. Ranulph 
Burrell, another direct ancestor of Sir Mer- 
rik, married the only daughter and heiress of 
Sir Walter Wodeland, who bore the Black 
Prince’s banner at the battle of Poictiers. 
The baronetcy was conferred, as stated 
above, in 1774, upon Merrik Burrell, who was 
governor of the Bank of England. 


The present baronet served as an officer of 
the First Dragoons, went through the Boer 
campaign, and almiost lost his life three 


years ago through the burning of Knepp 
castle, his: grand old place in Sussex, near 
Horshem. Knepp castle was one of the great 
feudal fortresses built by the Braosai family 
to defend the six *‘ rapes '"’ of Sussex, and was 
filled with art treasures, including a magnifi- 
cent collection of pictures, and notably eight 
fine Holbeins, all of which were destroyed in 
the flames, ae 

Sir Merrik, who is a good looking young 
fellow and universally popular, is so rich in 
his own right that financial considerations 
cannot have weighed heavily in his suit for 
the hand of Miss Wilhelmina Winans, and the 
allowance of: $15,000 a year, which was all) 
that the young couple received from her 
father, Walter Winans of Baltimore, is 
understood to have gone entirely in Lady 
Burrell’s pin money. Sir Merrik’s mother 
was a daughter of Sir Robert Loder, who left 
a fortune of some $80,000,000, of which she 
received a large share, which has gone to her 
son. The co-respondent in the divorce case 
was one of Sir Merrik’s brother officers, a 
Capt. King of his regiment. 

—o- 

Sir Merrik represents the senior branch of 
the Burrell family... A junior line holds the 
peerage of Gwydyr. Lord Gwydyr, however, 
does not convey the idea of anything young. 
For he has attained the patriarchal age of 97, 
was 5 years old at the time of the battle of 
Waterloo, and enjoys the distinction, prob- 
ably unique, of being the only person now liv- 
ing who was actually present at the corona- 
tion of four English monarchs. When a boy 
of 10 years old he went from the gardens of 
Gwydyr house, Whitehall, to the speaker's 
steps.at Westminster in his grandfather's 
state barge, manned by liveried oarsmen, and 
was present in Westminster abbey when the 
crown was placed on the head of King George 
1V., acting as page of honor to his grand- 
father, the first Lord Gwydyr. 

He witnessed on the occasion of the corona- 
tion hanquet of George IV. in Westminster 
hall the last appearance of the royal cham- 
pion, who, in accordance with the time hon- 
ored tradition, rode into the great hall, ar- 
rayed from head to foot in steel armor, to 
filing his gauntlet on the floor before the table 
at which the king was seated, with a chal- 
lenge of mortal combat to all who dared to 
dispute the king’s right to the throne, This 
ceremony was omitted at the 
subsequent Coronations of King William IV., 
of Queen Victoria, and of King Edward, at 
all of which the venerable Lord Gwydyr was 
present. 

In spite of his great age he is still.able to 
move about, to occasionally visit the house of 
lords, of which he is certainly the oldest 
member, while his mind and memory remain 
wonderfully clear.

The Hon Henry Coventry, who, according 
to the cable dispatches, has just become en- 
gaged to Mrs. E. Kip McCreery, daughter of 
the late Colonel and Mrs. Lawrence Kip of 
New York, niece of the late Pierre Lorillard, 
and divorced wife of Richard McCreery¥ of 
San Francisco, is the third son of Lord Cov- 
entry, and his principal claims to distinction 
thus far are the fact that at the age of 24 or 
thereabouts he took part in the Jameson raid 
into the Transvaal, added to which he has 
achieved fame as a cricketer, as a master of 
the hounds, and as a tennis champion. More- 
over, two of his brothers, Lord Deerhurst and 
the Hon. Charles Coventry, have married 
Americans, Lady Deerhurst being the daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Charles W. Bonynge of San 
Francisco and niece of former Gov. Stephens 
of Missouri, while Charles Coventry has as 
wife the daughter of Fitzhugh Whitehouse 
of Newport and New York. 

The founder of the Coventry family was 
lord mayor of London and one of the execu- 
tors of the will of Sir Richard Whittington, 
«who left him his celebrated cat for his trouble 
—that cat which alone of its race has a full 
fledged statue erected in its honor in one of 
the oldest churches of the British metropolis. 

What is known in the English statute book 
as the Coventry act, and which provides for 
the punishment of ‘false assertions affecting 
‘the personal honor of the sovereign,” owes 
its origin to one of the ancestors of the pres- 


ent Lord Coventry, who uttered some home 


truths about the disreputable Charles II. 
from his place in the house of lords. When 
remonstrated with by some of the court party 
“for casting reflections upon the conduct of 
his majesty,’’.Lord Coventry aggravated his 
offense by declaring that ‘‘the king’s conduct 
was so dark that it was impossible to cast 
reflections upon it.’’ King Charles, on being 
informed of this addition of insult to Injury, 
suborned a few. bravos to assault and muti- 
late the outspoken legislator, and when his 
‘nose had been duly sliced off, observed with 
brutal jocularity that for the future “ Lord 
Coventry would not be able to poke it into 
his (King Charles’) affairs.’’ 

The sixth earl of Coventry is known to fame 
as the husband of the eldest of those cele- 
brated beauties of the eighteenth century, 
the Gunning sisters, the youngest of whom 
is famous in.art history as the Gainsborough 
-duchess of Devonshire. It is to this Gunning 
countess of Coventry that the Coventrys are 
today indebted in all probability for their 
undeniable comeliness. 

Mrs. E, Kip McCreery will have a dusky 
brother-in-law, for her future husband’s sis- 
ter, Lady Anne, is married to the Indian 
Prince Dhuleep Singh, who claims to be a 
descendant of the former kings of the Pun- 
jab in India, but whose ancestor. according 
to the principal authorities on Indian affairs, 
is much less exalted, 

-The. home of Lord Coventry, who is an old 
and close friend of the king, is Croome court, 
in. Worcestershire, and it owes the beauty of 
its gardens and park mainly to the skill of 
the famous landscape gardener, ‘‘ Capa- 
bility’ Brown of the eighteenth century. 
The Coventry peerage dates from 1628. The 
present earl married a daughter of the late 
Lord Craven, arid is therefore uncle of Lady 
Craven, who was Mise Bradley Martin of 
New York,

“ “How about fame?’ somebody asks. Does 
that bring permanent happiness?

key Schumann-Heink gave a recital which 
in artistic values o’ertopped anything she 
ever had done here — in that line, and 
she has placed some splendid achievements to 
her credit. But never before has she sung 
with such artistic finish and finesse as she did 
yesterday. Not only was the voice in superb 
condition—showing the result of the com- 
plete rest it had had during the summer— 
but the interpretative powers of the singer 


were disclosed in purer light than ever before. | 


Not that Mme. Schumann-Heink has not 
proved herself an interpreter of rare powers 
in the past, but there ever has been in her 


work an abundance of temperamental - 


warmth and dramatic passion which, while it 
impressed greatly because it was so evidently 
genuine and sincere, stj#-in certain climaxes 
did not avoid seeming excessive. 

The voice, too, suffered under the stress of 
emotional intensity. The lower tones were 
occasionally enlarged beyond the point of 
their most velvety beauty and the extreme 
high ones were made to do more than they 
justly could do. The emotion back of al} this 
was so unmistakable and so individual in 
character, however, that it made the fre- 
sultant excess not so much a blemish as a 
pecullarity. But yesterday the tempera- 
mental warmth and the emotional intensity 
were held under such fine and judicious con- 
trol that while they made themselves felt in 
evérything done. they at no time grew into 
the disproportionate. 

Artistic balance was invariably and un- 
failingly preserved, the voice itself became 
of superlative beauty throughout, the low 
tones being of rare fullness, richness, and 
smoothness, and even the extreme high tones 
having in them no suggestion of strain or 
force. It was a vocal organ as near per- 
fection in its responsiveness to every desire 
of the singer as could be wished—a vocal 
organ essentially individual and strongly 
characterized, but one of exceptional loveli- 
ness, of superb power, and of marvelous 
tonal glory—one of the truly great voices 
of the world. And in interpretation there 
was the same moderation and excellent pro- 
portion kept. ClHmaxes of veritable mag- 
nificence were reached when such were in 
place, but they were led into gradually, and 
the contrasting medium and soft effects were 
of a perfection which made the “high 
points ’’ only the finer. 

The whole program was given in the man- 
ner of a singer who was not only a vocalist 
of virtually faultless powers but an artist 
interpretatively and musically refined, schol- 
arly and authoritative. Never before has 
the truly and finely artistic been so strongly 
in evidence in Mme. Schumann-Heink’'s lied- 
er work,

The program was a long and exacting one. 
It began with great seriousness, the first two 
groups being of an almost strictly sacred 
character, Four numbers given with organ 
accompaniment consisted of the Handel 
** Lascia ch’lo planga,’’ the transcription of 
the *‘ Largo ’’ known as “ ‘i'rust in the Lord,”’ 
a Miséréré by Martini and the Raff “‘ Be 
Still.’ In this entire group the rare taste 
and artistic repose of the singer were nobly 
in evidence, especially beautiful and chaste 
being her presentment of the’Martini ‘‘ Mis- 
éréré’’ and the Raff “ Be Still.”” The group 
further included Schubert’s “ The Youth and 
Death,” ** Death and the Maidéen,’’ and 
“The Omnipotent,” the first of which is 
but rarely sung but in which the tone color 
employed by the interpreter was of rare ef- 
fectiveness. 

“Death and the Maiden” was given in 
masterly manner and never before has Mme. 
Schumann-Heink sung ‘ The Omnipotent ”’ 
here with such dignity, breadth, and nobility 
of voice and manner. It was a great moment. 
A musical service of value was performed 
in the presentation of two of the Carl Loewe 
ballades—“ Recognition "’ and ‘‘ The Mother 
at the Cradle,”’ the first a charmingly 
melodious bit of German sentiment, and the 


‘latter a piece of Lortzinglike humor that 


was trefreshing, particularly when inter- 
preted as it was by the singer. Two Men- 
delssohn songs followed, especially exquisite 
being the rendition of the “ Greeting ’— 
*Leise zieht durch mein Gemuth ”"—which 
was sung in the loveliest possible mezzo 
voice throughout. Jensen’s hackneyed ‘‘Press 
Thy Cheek Against Mine Own.”’ was made 
appealingly beautiful through the manner 
in which it was given, a strong song by 
Brueckler, ‘‘ Mir ist’s zu wohl ergangen "’ and 
an intensely dramatic quasi-ballade, “ The 
Wood Witch,’”’ by Rubinstein, were fine 
moments in the group, and three delightful 
Hungarian folksongs captivated the audi- 
ence, 

An additional number was unavoidable 
and was accorded in the form of the “ Drink- 
ing Song’’ from ‘ Lucretia Borgia,” sung 
with a lightness, a supreme finesse, and a 
clarity in technic such as Mme. Schumann- 
Heink has not brought to her performance of 
this brilliant selection before, often, though, 
she has been heard in it here. The final 
group of songs were in English and consisted 
of ‘‘ The Rosary ’’ of Nevin, Chadwick's 
“Let Night Speak of Me,” Ella May 
Smith's ‘‘Many a Beauteous Flower.’”’ Car- 
rie Jacobs Bond’s “His Lallaby,” and 
Rudolph Ganz's “Love in a Cottage.” 
All were given in admirably clear English, 
and all found immediate favor. “‘ His Lulla- 
by’ was particularly favored by the audi- 
ence, and there was clearly a desire for its 
repetition. It is a simple, sweet lullaby, sup- 
posediy sung by a father to his motherlesg 
babe, and as given by Mme. Schumann- 
Heink took the audience end held it tense

New York, Oct. 20.—[Special.}—Fallure to 
investigate various queer looking incidents 
in recent races on the local tracks has caused 
much speculation on the part of the public.

It does not 
often happen four countries like the United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, and France, 
the acknowledged money centers, all stand 
at the same time in almost stringent need of 
money. Asa result neither can afford relief 
to another.

Ordinarily money would be easy in 
one or two of the four countries named, so 
the stringency in the others might be re- 
lieved.

AMERICA’S GOLD AND SILVER 
MINES SHOW BIG GAIN IN 1906. 


George E. Roberts, Former Director of 
Mint, Completes Comptiation of Stat- 
istics for the Entire ny ge 


Washington, D. C.. Oct. di -eotme E. 
Roberts, who retired from the position of 
director of the mint on Aug. 1, 1907, has com- 
pleted the compilation of the statistics on the 
production of gold and silver im the United 
States for the calendar year 1906. 

He estimates the production of gold to have 
been $94.373,300, against $88,180,700 for 1905, a 
gain. of $6,193,100. The principal gain was in 
Alaska, which amounted to $6 439,500. 
Nevada's gain In g was $3 919.500. The 
greatest loss. of gold in any state was in 
Colorado, where there was! a decrease of 
$2,766, 700. 

The total production of silver during 1996 
is given as 56,517,900 fine ounces of the com- 
mercial value of $38.256,400,'as against 56,- 
101,600 fine ounces of the commercial value 
of $34,221,976 in 1905.

| WEEK nN WHEAT IS FITFOL 


Market in Broad Range, with 
Price Changes Sensational. 


PATTEN LEADS THE BULIA. 


Big Trader’s Faith in Higher Prices 
Is Not Shaken. 


Last week in the wheat market was a period 
of speculative convulsions, Prices disported 
alternately in the diving bell and the airship, 
shifting at times from one conveyance to 
another with startling rapidity and reveling 
in a manner calculated to test the nerves of 
the hardest and most seasoned traders. The 
market fluctuated within a range of 8c. new 
high prices for the crop year being estab- 
lished in the earlier sessions, sensational de- 
clines following so quickly that the bulls were 
taken off their feet and made amenable to 
the tiniest bear. The price defenders ex- 
ecuted a big coup In the final session, recov- 
ering more than $c of a' two days’ drop of 
about 6c, but were unable to keep the market 
at the level of the preceding week's close. 
Final quotations showed net losses of 1%@ 
2c for December, 1%@1%c for May, and ke 
for July for the week. 

Pronounced strength in the leading foreign 
markets, steady buying of American wheat 
by Europeans at stiff prices, a general firm- 
ing of the domestic cash situation, unfavor- 
able advices from India and Australia, and 
strenuous endeavor on the part of the lead- 
ing bulle were factors in the strength early in 
the week. December was lifted to $1.07%, 
May to $1.12%, and July, which took on con- 
siderable activity later at the expense of the 
nearer months, to $1.08%. Then came a4 
pause. Satisfied with the profits at hand, 
many a long sold, the pressure of general 
realizing developing to crushing proportions, 
and when' prices began to sag the shorts took 
advantage of their opportunity and swung 
their hammers vigorously. The foreign mar- 
kets began to back water and the export 
call was bewhispered. The roar of the bull 
became a groan. 


Bears Make Big Headway. 


On Thursday and Friday the market pessi- 
mists went at the market as though they were 
trying to settle a feud in short order. As- 
sisted by knee weakening longs, whose pres- 
sure was tremendous in the aggregate, they 
sold short until their voices threatened to 
leave them. Many a bull of less pretentious 
caliber sidestepped’ and joined the ranks of 
the price pulverizers. But through all the 
bearish din James A. Patten, the big bull 
generalissimo, did not waver. He remained 
at the wheel, even when the big guns tore 
gaping holes in the sides of his pet cause. 
The final session found him still at the helm, 
an expansive smile taking the place of firm, 
rigid lines. The day was his, for the Satur- 
day wpturn was more than 3c. 


Enormous Exports Reported. 

The basis of the late strength was an enor- 
mous pickup in the demand from abroad. 
The Saturday sales to Europe, while not all 
confirmed, were estimated as high as 400 boat 
loads, or approximately 8,200,000 bu, the 
biggest day’s showing in many years, if not 
the best record ever made in the history of 
the grain trade. Wheat of all varieties was 
taken by the foreigners, principally on the 
basis of the previous day’s quotations, and 
there was a revival of firmness in the leading 
domestic cash markets. Flour sales were 
larger, although early in the period Minne- 
apolis threatened to close some of her mills 
because of the dragging inquiry. 

Much of the depression was attributed to 
tight money, the general unrest in the finan- 
clal world and the disclination of bankers 
to lend more money on wheat at a rate sat- 
isfactory to the handlers. The difficulty of 
financing the movement of spring wheat 
prompted many of the big northwestern hold- 
ers to reduce their holdings or to get out of 
the market altogether. The easterners inthe

Weaker Tone to Corn. 

Corn values covered wide ‘territory last 
week, with the underton@ weak the greater 
part of the period. A flattening of the gen-

‘leading centers, fine weather for the condi- 


tioning of the crop, and generous acceptances 
of bids for shipment of new corn in December 
were among the leading depressing in- 
fluences. There was a recovery on Saturday 
of about a cent from the lowest prices of the 
week. Fina! quotations represented net 
losses Of 244@2%c for December, I%c for May, 
and 2c for July, compared to the last prices 
of the previous week. 


Oats Follow the Leaders. 


Oats enacted the rdle. of the traller all 
week, sytnpathizing more with the action 
of the more important’ cereals than: from 
any direct influence. The trade isin a wait- 
ing mocd, build seeing nothing on the sur- 
face to undo their hopes and bears holding 
that, while the crop is much shorter than 
last year’s, present prices are high enough.
